—According  to  n  Para  telegram  of  tlie  14th 
Colonel  Viscarni  has  published  a  manifesto  at 
Tqtiitos  guaranteeing  tlie  rights  of  natives  and 
foreigners.  He  had  left  for  Cajomarca,  it  is 
said,  to  enlist  recnitla  and  then  to  march 
against  Lima.. 

—A  French  commercial  traveller  has  writ- 
ten a  long  and  amusing  account,  in  a  ],imu 
newspaper,  descriptive  of  tlie  delays  and  dif- 
ficulties of  dispatching  goods  through  tlie 
custom-house-at  Calhio.  It  took  no  less  than 
sixteen  days  to  get  his  samples  dispatched. 
The  officers  work  in  n  most  leisurely  fashion. 
Sometimes,  in  the  midst  of  a  transaction,  they 
say,  "How  hot!  I  must  go  olT  to  bathe  I  » 
«  Will  you  return  to-day  ?»  says  the  astonished 
traveller.  «  Perhaps  yes,  perhaps  not,  »  yawns 
the  official,  and  business  is  abandoned,  When 
the  samples  were  at  length  released,  it  was 
found  that  no  fewer  than  20  classes  of  charges 
bad  to  be  paid  upon  them.  Although  the 
complainant  writes  in  a  most  diverting  style 
with  regard  to  the  manners  and  customs  of 
tlie  Peruvian  officials,  making  the  best  el' the 
situation,  as  is  the  manner  of  bis  lighthearted 
countrymen,  all  business  men  will  read  the 
account  with  feelings  of  disgust.  If  tlie  gov- 
ernment of  Peru  desifes  to  increase  the  trade 
of  the  country,  they  must  take  steps  to  reform 
their  custom-house  administration  at  once,  or 
forfeit  the  respect  of  the  commercial  com- 
munities of  tlie  world.

-I't-otn  February  iSth  to  May  3ist_there 
Mere  34  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  this  city,  of 
which  23  were  fatal.  Compared  to  the  deaths  an  1  it  m 
from  other  diseases,  a  total  of  3,570.  this  is 
very  small,  and  no  doubt  more  have  died  oi 
measles,  over  which  much  less  fuss  is  made. 
The  name  of  the  disease  is  what  frightens  people 
most.  nGive a  clog  a  bad  nameand  hang  him.» 
The  ravages  of  tuberculosis  here  are  much 
more  terrible  than  those  of  yellow  fever  are 
even  in  places  where  there  is  yellow  fever  tlie 
whole  year,  vet  no  fuss  is  made  over  tuber- 
culosa voir.h  s  v.:'\  contagious.  —  bttenos 
Aim  Herald. 

—As  regards  the  repression  and  proper  pun- 
ishment of  murder,  the'la'win  Uruguay,  as 
at  present  admin i  11  istered,  is  entirely  ineffica- 
cious. We  really  doubt  if  there  is  any  other 
part  of  the  world ^here  it  is  treated  with  such 
leniency  and  even  encouragement.  The  fault 
lies  primarily  with  the  codes  and  the  pro- 
cedure, but  still  more  with  the  judges,  scarcely 
any  of  whom  seem  to  have  a  proper  concep- 
tion of  their  duty  in  the  matter,  which  is  as 
we  have  said  above,  to  punish  crime  and 
violence,  not  to  seek  specious  excuses  for 
them.  In  this  respect  Uruguay  stands  far 
below  many  countries  which,  though  they 
only  rank  as  half  civilised,  do  at  least  know 
how  to  punish  their  murderers.  —  Montevideo 
Times. 

—In  1S97  no  less  than  355  persons  were 
hilled  in  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  by 
slabbing  or  firearm  wounds.  Tins  does  not  in- 
clude suicides,  accidents  or  other  forms  of 
violent  death.  Not  one  of  these  crimes  has 
been  properly  punished.  London  has  about 
sis  times  the  population  of  the  province  ;  yet  a 
dozen  murders  a  year  are  unusual.  Here  one 
a  day  in  a  population  only  one  sixth  that 'of 
London  is  usual,  and  simply  because  murder 
goes  unpunished.  The  statistics  are  official. 
Of  these  murders  5  British  subjects  were  the 
victims  of  fatal  stabbing  cases,  and  1  of  a  shoot- 
ing case.  Two  British  subjects  also  died  of 
burns  in  the  same  period,  one  in  a  railway  ac- 
cident, one  by  strangulation, three  by  drowning 
one  by  freezing  and  in  all  15  British  men  and 
one  woman  in  Buenos  Aires  province  met  with 
violent  death  in  1897.  The  total  death  roll  in 
the  same  place  and  period  among  the  British 
was  mi  men  and  37  women,  —  Buenos  Aire-: 
Herald. 

—  Sneaking  of  the  decision  of  the  sanitary  au- 
thorities to  reimpose  quarantine  against  Buenos 
;  A\ves7[\\e  Montevideo  Times  of  June  9LI1  says:— 
11  After  the  experience  of  a  few  weeks  ago,  our 
readers  know  too  well  what  this  quarantine 
means — dislocation  of  all  the  shipping  ar- 
rangements, partial  or  entire  suspension  of  the 
river  service  between  the  two  ports,  incotli- 
muuieation  of  outward  bound  vessels, reduction 
of  the  passenger  traffic  ton  minimum,  delay 
in  the  receipt  and  despatch  of  correspondence 
and  even  of  newspapers,  an  avalanche  of 
complaints  of  the  abuses  perpetrated  Id  Flores 
island,  and  a  general  prejudice  and  incon- 
venience to  commerce,  shipping  interests,  the 
port  in  particular,  and  the  whole  republic 
generally.  And  all  for  what?  The  so-called 
yellow  fever  epidemic  —  though  it  is  absurd  to 
call  it  by  so  pompous  a  term  —  has  been  cur- 
rent (we  can  certainly  not  say  raging,  when 
there  have  only  been  some  40  cases  among 
three  quarters  of  a  million  of  inhabitants)  for 
six  or  seven  weeks.  During  tbe  greater  part 
and  all  the  latter  part  of  that  time,  there  has 
been  free  communication  between  tlie  two 
cities,  yet  there  lias  not  been  the  least  suspicion 
of  a  case  here  and  even  if  one  did  appear  now. 
tlure  is  not  the  least  fear  of  its  spreading  in 
the  cold  weather.j) 


— Minister  Finch   writes  from  Montevideo, 
under  date  of  March  23,   1899,  that  there  ap- 
pears to  be  an  opening  for  United  States  enter- 
prise in  the  construction  of  the  port  at  that 
place.     The  cost  of  the  work    is  estimated  by 
Mr.  Finch  at  from  $8,000,000  to  $10,000,000. 
Representatives    of     English',    German,    and 
French   firms  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  the 
contract,  but  bids  from  the  United  States  Eire 
desired.

THE  FOREIGNER'S  STATUS. 

The  Buenos  Aires  Herald  discusses  the  sta- 
tus of  foreigners  and  foreign-edited  news- 
papers ill  I!  e  following  sensible  terms,  winch 
apply  to  us  here  as  well  as  in  Argentina  : 

Those  who  come  here  from  abroad  do  so  be- 
cause they  have  a  right  to  come,  just  as  much 
as  tlie  native  born  Argentine  has  lo  remain, 
ami  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  Argentine 
congress  and  government  to  restrict  this  right 
ami  liberty.  If  an  attempt  should  be  made  lo 
do  so,  the' result  would  be  that  a  lesson  would 
be  taught  the  country  it  would  not  forget,  as 
it  was  taught  other  'countries  whicli  formerly 
trier!  this  little  game.  Foreigners  must  be 
subject  to  the  same  laws  and  conditions  as 
natives,  neither  more  nor  less,  and  no  special 
laws  should  be  passed  or  would  be  tolerated 
by  other  nations  having  treaty  relations  with 
this  country.  A  foreign  paper  has  tbe  same 
right  to  criticise  anything  which  it  thinks 
calls  for  criticism  as  a  native  paper,  and  this 
by 
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equal  rights  and  equal  responsibilities  with  its 
uttive  colleagues,  We  deny  that  the  foreign 
press  generally  has  been  less  patriotic  tli  in  its 
native  colleagues.  Indeed,  if  a  comparison 
should  be  forced  upon  us,  we  should  say  that 
tbe  foreign  press  has  been  more  tmlv  fra'triofi: 
than  its  partisan  colleagues  of  tbe  11  itive  press. 
We  dislike  these  distinctions,  preferiug  rather 
to  count  ourselves  as  Argentine,  with  the  tlif- 
fe.rajye  that  some  of  us  are  printed  in  Spanish, 
Others  in  French,  others  in  German,  and 
others  in  English,  but  all  work,  or  should 
work,  for  the  good  and  the  honor  of  the  re- 
public. To  secure  this  cud,  however,  it  is  tin- 
height  of  imbecility  to  assert  that  criticism 
should  not  be  freely  indulged  in,  or  unpalat- 
able truths  uttered  whenever  the  occasion  de- 
mands.

SOUTHERN  BRAZILIAN  RAILWAY. 

The  directors  of  the  .Southern  Brazilian  Rio 
Grande  do  Sill  railway  are  pretty  outspoken 
on  the  subject  of  the  Brazilian  funding  scheme 
in  the  annual  report  which  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the.  shareholders  011  the  25th  Inst. 

"On  June  16,  189S,"    they   say,  "Messrs.  X. 
M.  Rothschild  and   Sons  notified  through  the 
press  that  the  Brazilian  government, 
of  paying  in  gold 

pay  the  railway  guarantees  in  five  per  cent, 
funding  bonds,  secured.on  the  customs,  during 
a  term  of  three  years  from  July  i,  1S9S. 
Then  comes  a  plain  statement  of  fact  which 
will  not  be  relished  at  Rio.  "No  previous  in- 
timation of  this  step  had.been  given  to  tlie 
company,  and  no  opportunity  was  afforded  of 
discussing  the  intended  change,  or  the  con- 
sequences thereof,  either  directly  with  the 
Prazilian  government  or  through  Messrs.  Roth- 
schild." That  was  the  unkindest  cut  of  all, 
as  The  Financial  News  urged  upon  Brazilian 
bondholders  at  the  time, 

The  directors  of  the  Southern  Brazilian  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  instructed  Mr.  Duprat  (tlie  gen- 
eral manager)  to  proceed  to  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
Lo  place  before  the  authorities  the  serious  loss 
which  the  company  suffers  under  the  funding 
scheme.  "They  regret,  however,  that  the 
government  has  not,  so  far,  seen  its  way  to 
accede  to  any  of  the  various  proposals  submit- 
ted to  it  by  the  company."  If  the  directors  of 
the  company  suppose  that  the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment is  ever  likely  tp  accede  to  any  pro- 
posals made  ill  the  interests  of  the  foreign 
investor  we  are  afaid  they  are  indulging  in  a 
vain  hope. 

The  guarantee  on  the  line,  it  seems,  has 
h.'eii  paid  with  the  usual  promptness,  but  in 
funding  bonds.  The  bonds  rccejved  for  the 
li:ilf-vear  ended  in  June  were  sold  at  an  ave- 
rage of  79i  percent.,  realising ,£'42,267  1  is.  7d., 


due  from  tbe  government  for  the 
same  period  being  /53,24014s.  3d.  The  bonds 
fur  the  second  payment  (the  six  months  ended 
December  31,  iSo.3),  received  since  the  closing 
of  the  accounts  now  submitted,  have  bjen  sold 
at  an  average  price  of  l^9t  per  cent.,  realising 
2*47,656  17s.  71I.,  the  amount  du- being,  as 
before,  /"53.240  t4s-  5d.  Investors  interested 
iii  the  line  may  easily  figure  out  for  themselves 
what  it  has  lost  by  the  Brazilian  de?au"t.  We 
only  hops  that  the  outspoken  language  of  the 
earlier  paragraphs  of  the  report,  quoted  above, 
vill  not  lead  the  Brazilian  government  to 
attempt  reprisals  in  some  of  the  many  wiys 
with  which  it  is  familiar.

glistening  white   teeth,   the   full,  short 
skirts  heavily  ruffled  or  flounced  at  the 
bottom,  the  spotless  chemise   with  one 
or   two  hand's   breadths    of    elaborate 
needlework  at  the  top,  the  natty  turban 
made  of  some  light-colored  material,  the 
great  gold  ear   rings   and    neck  chains, 
very  often  solid  and  valuable,  the  dark- 
colored  shawl  thrown  carelessly  over  one 
shoulder  and  drawn  under  the  opposite 
arm,    and    the    bare    feet    thrust    into 
/amatlfos  so  small  that  only  the  toes  and 
ball  of  the  foot  could  find  accommodation 
—it  was  a  make-up  that  could    not    fail 
to  delight  the  eye!     Of  course  the  proud 
owners  of  so  much  finery   could  not   be 
slaves,  except  in  cases  where  they  were 
favorites.     But    there   were    main'  free 
Africans  here  in  those  days,  and  in  some 
instances  the  slaves  had  secured  control 
of  their  own  time  on    terms  sufficiently 
advantageous  to  permit  them  to  lay   up 
considerable  money.     And  of  these   the 
most     successful,     perhaps,     were    the 
quitandeiras.     I  have  seen  them  so  pret- 
tily dressed,  even  when  attending  their 
portable  fruit  stands,  that  the  newly-ar- 
rived foreigner  could  not  help  stopping 
S  to  look  at  them.     Perhaps   the  circum- 
stance  that    these    particular    Africans 
were  of  a  distinct  tribe  ( the  Mina  )   had 
something  to  do  with  their  appearance, 
for  they  were  certainly  better   types  of 
men  and  won. ell  than  the  great  majority 
of  their  color.     And  they   were   of  su- 
perior intelligence  also,   for   they   were 
as  good  at  a  trade  in  small  things  as  the 
whites- 

Some  of  the  small  festas  about  Rio,— 
such  as  Copacabaua,  Gloria,  S.  Roque, 
Sta.  Anna, — used  to  bring  out  our 
African  Phyllis  to  special  advantage. 
At  Penha  she  ran  the  risk  of  spoiling 
her  finery,  but  when  the/ra/a  was  near 
home  and  the  weather  was  fine,  all  she 
had  in  fine  linen,  exquisite  needlework 
and  in  solid  gold  and  silver  were  brought 
out  for  inspection.  And  she  was  as 
j  proud  of  your  admiration  as  an;'  vain 
little  girl  ever  was  of  her  best  clothes. 
This,  of  course,  was  in  sharp  contrast 
to  the  miseries  of  slavery,  but  then 
Hrazit  is  a  country  of  contrasts— like 
many  another.  Under  favoring  circum- 
stances the  African  can  be  as  happy 
here  as  he  has  been  miserable,  and  I 
am  not  sure  but  what  the  Anglo-Saxon 
might  also  see  In  it  a  terrestrial  paradise 


DO'  R  he  could  only  adapt  himself  to  cer- 
tain conditions.     When  the  sun  shines 
and  there  is  kjesta  on,  the  African  fairly 
glows  with  happiness.     He  is  contented 
with  little;  he  has  no  ambition  to  burden 
his  mind  and  conscience  with  the   care 
of  much  wealth.     He  earns  little  and  he 
spends  it  all,    and  thus  the  conditions 
of  life  are  easily  balanced.     And   there 
is  a  suspicion  of  rude  philosophy  in  their 
simple  modes  of  life  of  which  the  polite 
world  knows  but  little.     I  once  heard  of 
an    old    African,  whom    we  will    call 
Simplicio,  who  had  steady  employment 
at   a    Saude    industrial     establishment 
whenever  he  cared  to  misuse  his    time 
and  strength  with  manual  labor.     And 
it  goes  without   saying,  that  he  often 
gave  his  outraged  muscles  and  distracted 
mind  a  good  long  rest  in  order  to  restore 
their   disturbed   equilibrium.     Once  he 
had  been  away  from  work  longer  than 
usual,  and  a  friend,  meeting  him  in  the 
Largo  da  Lapa,  called  out:    OK,   Sim- 
plicio, is  n't  about  time  you  were  coming 
back  to  work  ?  "Nao,  Senlmr;»  replied  the 
old  darkey,  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye, 
mindalem  nmila galinha  em  Botafogt>\» 
When   you  want   a   piano  moved  in 
these  degenerate   days,  you  can  call  in 
the  proprietor    of  a  special  van  to  do  it 
for  you,  and  the  instrument  comes  on 
its  own   feet,    or   in  a  natural  position. 
You  might  even  put  a  professor  in  the 
machine  and,  barring   the  broken  pave- 
ment here  and  there,  have  him  tune  the 
instrument  for  you  while  it  is  being 
delivered .     But   in   the  old  days,  your 
piano   came  under   very  different  con- 
ditions.   I  was  startled  one  day  by  hear- 
ing a  peculiar    barbaric   refrain,  accom- 
panied   by   the    rhythmic  sounds  of  a 
dull  rattle-box.     It  proved  to  be  a  half- 
dozen  stalwart  black  porters,  of  the  old 
coffee-carrier    type,    carrying    a   piano 
through  the  street  on  their  heads.     The 
leader  wielded  the  rattle. a  large  tin  box 
partly  filled   with   dried   corn,  or  some- 
thing of  that  character ,  and  sang.or  chan- 
ted The  burden  of  a  song.while  his  com- 
panions joined   in   with  a  refrain  that 
was  as  musical  as  it  was  barbaric.     And 
it  drew  us  to  the  doors   and  windows  to 
listen  just  as   imperatively  as  the  mili- 
tary  brass  band    now   does.     Perhaps 
I'm   prejudiced,   or  there's  something 
wrong  with   my  ear,  but  I'd  give  more 
to  hear  one  of  those  African  piano-mov- 
ing teams  of  twenty-five  years  ago,  with 
their   deep  mellow  voices  and  wild  re- 
frain, than  the  best  brass  baud  that  Rio 
can  liow  tin  n  out.     And  I  am  inclined 
to    think    that    there   is   many  an    old 
staler,    vvh  '   would    fall  into   line  with 
me"  and    follow   the   piano   band   with 
enthusiasm 

Of  course,   the  times  have   changed, 
and   in    most   respects   they   have    im- 
proved.    The  simple  ways  of  our  fathers 
were  often  rough  ways,  and  the  changes 
since  then  have  brought  us  more  comfort, 
better  conveniences,  greater  refinement, 
and  all  thai  !  But,  at  the  same  time,  has 
it  brought  us  more  happiness?  When  we 
were  served  in  the  days  long  since  gone, 
it  may  have  been  rudely  and  imperfectly 
according  to  present  standards,  but  there 
was  a   savor  of  good   will  in  it  which 
went   a  long   way   toward   making  us 
content  with  it.     Black  servants  are  not 
and  never  were   models  of  cleanliness 
and  intelligence.     They   love   to  gossip 
above  all  things,  and  they  rarely  have  a 
correct    sense   of   proportion  and  time. 
Give   them   two   missions  to  attend  to, 
and  they  will  either  mix  them  up  or  one 
will  be  forgotten.     It  is  difficult  to  make 
them   appreciate   cleanliness,  either   in 
dress,   or  in    their  work.     Of    course 
there  are  noteworthy  exceptions,  but  as 
a  rule  tlley  will  not  sweep  out  carefully, 
nor  wash   floors,  nor  clean  doors  and 
windows,  nor  brush  down  cobwebs,  nor 
do  anything  of  that  descriptiou.     They 
simply  do  not   understand  the  need  of 
doing'  such   things,    and  their  old-time 
mistresses  very  rarely  understood  them 
either.     Have   you   ever  gone  into  an 
old-fashioned  Brazilian  house, where  the 
work  was  done   by  slaves,    and  noticed 
the  hand  marks  on  the  doors  ?     I  have 
seen  crusts  that  had  been  accumulating 
for  years,  a  crust  that  would  have  driven 
a  New  England   housewife  wild.     And 
the   floors  !     Did  you  ever    see  them 
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washing  them,  or  even  properly  sweep- 
ing them  ?  I  once  put  up  al  a  Cauta- 
gallo  hotel  with  a  friend,  who  had 
occasion  to  use  his  bag  for  some  other 
purpose.  So  lie  removed  his  shirts  and 
extra  clothing  and  started  to  deposit 
them  under  the  bed.  But  he  didn't, 
for  he  found  an  accumulation  of  dust, 
dirt,  etc.,  which  completely  staggered 
him.  I  do  not  believe  the  servants  had 
ever  swept  the  floor  under  the  bed.  And 
so  it  was  with  everything  entrusted  to 
their  care,  and  yet  they  were  so  genial, 
so  childish,  so  surprised  and  hurt  with 
your  complaints,,  that  one  rarely  had 
the  heart  to  be  harsh  with  them.  They 
really  knew  no  better,  and  unless  you 
managed  to  catcli  them  young  you  could 
never  train  them  to  different  ideas.

Rongli  plans  showing  the 
track  of  steamers  at  the  time  of  publication  of 
these  plans  were  obtained  at  Maniios  They 
contained  no  hydrograplric  information  and 
were  found  to  be  wholly  useless  and  cannot 
be  considered  of  any  value,  In  fact,  il  may 
be  stated  that  charts  issued.,  three  .  months 
after  being  made  are  of  no  use  in  these  waters, 
owing  to  the  very  rapid  changes  that  occur 
and  must  necessarily  occur  in  such  a  rapid 
current,  In  such  a  great  body  of  water,  assist- 
ed by  immense  confluents  pouring  in  from 
both  sides.  Islands  in  existence  at  this  season 
disappear  before  the  next,  and  others  are 
formed,  entirely  changing  the  channel,  and 
only  by  frequent  voyages  of  the  pilots  them- 
selves, giving  in  formation  to  their  fellows  at 
either  end  of  the  trip,  can  they  keep  the  run 
of  the  navigation  of  the  stream.  Wliile  not 
less  than  seven  fathoms  of  water  can  be  found 
on  the  trip  from  Maudes  up,  the  pilots  ex- 
plained that  at  the  rising  period  of  the  river, 
as  at  present,  so  great  changes  occurred  be- 
tween heir  trips  that  the  frequent  use. of  the 
lead  at  various   points   was   imperative.

ii'JMie  general  character  of  the  river  from 
Dilandos  to  Iqnitos  is  practically  the  same  as 
from  Para  to  the  former  point.  For  the  first 
500  miles  above  Mandos  but  few  people  were 
settled  along  the  banks;  from  that  point  on- 
ward the  number  gradually  increased  as  we 
approached  Tabatinga,  within  thirty  miles  of 
which  the  laud  above ''high  wafer  was  quite 
thickly  populated,  Nothing  like  so  much 
high  laud  was  encountered  between  Mam'tos 
and  Iquitos  as  was  found  between  Para"  and 
Mandos, 

« Approaching  the  Brazilhn  boundary  al 
Tabatinga  at  7:30  p.m..  the  nth  lust.,  the 
Wilmington  passed  into  the  waters  of  Mara"- 
11011  and  stopped  at  the  Peruvian  frontier  sta- 
tion, five  miles  above-,  to  notify  Hie  officer  in 
charge  of  the  purpose  of  t!  e  Wilmington  to 
proceed  into  Peruvian  territory.  At  this 
point,  lyaiiei'.i.  is  station  .'d  a  Lieutenant  of 
infantry  with  a  small  squad  of  Peruvian  sol- 
diers as  a  frontier,  guard.  All  vessels  ascend- 
ing the  river  are  expected  to  stop  and  be 
boarded.  The  commanding  officer  was  found 
to  be  absent,  thirty  miles  down  the  river,  but 
one  of  the  soldiers  came  off  and  was  informed 
of  the  purpose  intended,  and  as  be  offered  110 
objection  the  Wilmington  proceetled  toward 
Iquitos.  In  the  Maria  11cm  river  comparatively 
little  driftwood  was  encountered,  only  grasses 
and  light  pieces  of  wood  being  observed. 

The  banks  of  the  Maranon,  where  there- is 
land  high  enough  to  be  above  high  water,  is 
very  much  more  thickly  settled  than  in  the 
lower  rivers,  and  the  character  of  the  people 
changes  from  Portuguese  and  Brazilian  In- 
dians to  Peruvians  and  Peruvian  Indians.  It 
is  also  observed  that  cattle  ranches,  on  which 
were  observed  beef  and  sheep,  were  much 
more  frequent  than  lower  down  below  Ma- 
ndos. One  of  the  first  needs  of  the  Amazon 
valley  is  meat  foods,  and  the  upper  regions 
seem  to  be  in  better  shape  in  this  respect  than 
those  lower  down.  The  city  of  Mandos,  con- 
taining 40,000  people,  is  often  without  beef 
for  two  weeks,  and  they  explain  this  scarcity 
by  saying  that  last  year,  o,.  nig  to  an  unpre- 
cedented rise  in  the  river,  a  greater  propor- 
tion of  the  cattle  in  the  valley  were  drowned, 
but  I  learned  upon  further  inquiry  that  this 
scarcity  had  alwavs  existed,  but  was  more 
keenly"  felt  now  than  formerly,  owing  to  the 
rapid  increase  in  population  in  Mandos.  The 
city  of  Pard  with  150,000  people,  is  fed  by 
cattle  brought  from  Argentina,  4,000  miles 
away.  There  is  almost  equal  scarcity  of  vege- 
tables in  the  valley  ;  consequently  the  prices 
for  these  two  staples,  meat  and  vegetables, 
are  very  high.  There  is  a  fine  opening  for 
energetic,  healthy  people  to  take  up  this  Hue 
of  business  from  Pard  to  Iquitos. 

«  It  has  been  found  that  the  distances  given 
in  the  sailing  directions  are  in  error  as  fol- 
lows: From  Pard  to  Mnnaos,  given  as  655 
miles,  should  be  increased  by  55  ;  from  Ma- 
ndos to  Tabatinga  by  57,  from  Tabatinga  to 
Iquitos  by  32  miles,  all  due  to  the  changes  in 
the  channel  from  time  to  time,  and  these  cor- 
rect distances  will  apply  only  for  two  or  three 
years:  consequently  in  making  the  trip  from 
Pard  to  Iquitos  the  Wilmington  has  steamed 
2,100  miles  up  the  Amazon  and  its  tributaries 
against  an  adverse  current,  averaging  for  its 
entire  distance  about  three  knots.  Referring 
to  the  sailing  directions,  some  of  the  towns 
entered  thereon  as  existing  do  not  now  exist, 
ami  others  take  their  places.  These  towns 
appear  to  be  as  changing  as  the  river  itself, 
but  the  pilots,  keeping  run  of  the  old  sites, 
pointed  theinout  as  the  Wilmington  proceed- 
ed up  the  stream. 

11I  shall  remain  at  this  point  not  exceeding 
three  days,  then  return  to  Mandos,  slopping 
eu  route  at  such  places  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  for  a  few  hours,  to  take  fresh  pro- 
visions and  to  pick  up  such  living  animals  as 
are  to  be  had,  in  accordance  with"  the  depart 
lnent's  instructions.  Unless  otherwise  ins- 
tructed, upon  return  to  Mandos  I  shall  fill  up 
with  coal,  if  obtainable,  and  obtain  Madeira 
River  pilots  and  proceed  to  San  Antonio,  the 
head  of  navigation  of  that  river.     I  expect

Two  bills  were  introduced  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  during  the  past 
week  which  should  be  united  and  pas- 
sed without  delay.  And  if  they  could 
by  any  menus  be  rendered  immediately 
effective  so  much  the  better.  One  of 
these  bills  provides  that  congressmen 
■shall  receive  pay  only  for  the  regular 
session  (four  months),  while  the  other 
provides  that  they  shall  be  paid  only  for 
actual  attendance.  The  mere  introduc- 
tion of  these  bills  shows  that  earnest, 
honest  men  are  beginning  to  recognize 
the  evil  of  non-attendance — an  evil 
which  is  depriving  the  country  of  the 
legislation  it  needs  while  not  relieving  it 
of  the  heavy  expense  of  such  legislation. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  regular  session 
it  is  not  uncommon  for  weeks  to  pass 
without  a  quorum,  and  every  year, 
without  exception,  we  see  important 
measures  such  as  appropriation  bills 
postponed  to  the  closing  days,  not  of  the 
regular  session,  but  of  the  supplemen- 
tary sessions,  and  then  passed  so  hastily 
that  .proper  consideration  can  not  be 
g.'.en  Lcthein.  Mora.Uy  this  is  ,nmui  ll 
—if  we  may  speak  of  a  moral  offense  in 
such  terms.  A  member  of  congress  is 
elected  and  paid  for  doing  certain  public 
work  -mdif  he  avoids  this,  if  he  fritters 
away  his  time  outside  the  congressional 
chambers,  or  attends  to  private  business 
afrairs  during  the  sessions  of  congress, 
he  is  guilty  of  so  serious  an  offence, 
aside  from  the  moral  turpitude  involved, 
that  it  should  be  made  punishable  as  a 
crime  against  the  state.  In  private 
affairs  the  man  who  engages  to  render  a 
definite  service  and  receives  pay  for  his 
work,  can  be  prosecuted  for  breach  of 
contract,  or  breach  of  trust,  if  he  fails 
to  meet  his  obligation.  This  being  so, 
why  should  not  a  member  of  congress 
be  held  accountable  in  the  same  manner? 
Pie  is  in  reality  a  public  servant,  a 
representative  of  others  employed  to 
perform  certain  public  services.  He  is 
paid  for  the  work  and  is  expected  to 
give  his  time  and  attention  to  the  in- 
terests of  those  who  pay  him.  If  then 
he  fails  to  attend  the  sessions  of  con- 
gress without  just  cause,  he  is  guilty  of 
a  breach  of  trust  and  should  not  only 
forfeit  the  pa;-,  which  he  has  not  earned, 
but  should  be  held  responsible  for  breach 
of  trust  and  the  prejudices  caused  by  his 
neglect  of  duty.  As  for  the  two  bills 
now  before,  the  chamber  of  deputies 
(which,  it  may  be  easily  foreseen,  will 
not  be  adopted  this  session),  neither  of 
them  will  be  sufficient  by  itself  to  cor- 
rect the  abuse.  They  are  dealing  with 
men  who  lack  patriotism  and  who  have 
no  respect  for  their  obligations.  This 
-  their  conduct  clearly  proves.  If  the 
bill  is  adopted  which  suspends  payment 
for  supplementary  sessions,  it  will  not 
compel  congressmen  to  attend  to  business 
during  the  regular  session,  nor  will  it 
compel  .them  to  attend  the  supplemen- 
tary sessions.  The  work  of  congress 
will  therefore  not  be  done,  and  there  will 
be  no  way  of  obliging  these  congressmen 
to  do  it.  And  if  the  second  bill,  that  of 
paying  only  for  actual  attendance,  which 
is  perhaps  the  better  of  the  two,  be  adop- 


ted it  will  still  fail  to  remedy  the  abuse, 
for  members  will  find  means  to  avoid  the 
penalty  of  non-attendance  and  the 
country  will  continue  to  be  saddled  with 
the  costs  of  supplementary  sessions,  ll 
will  be  quite  as  easy  for  congressmen  to 
turn  up  and  answer  roll  call,  as  it  is 
for  the  employes  of  public  departments 
to  sign  the  attendance  book.  The  actual 
need  is  something  more  rigid  than  either 
of  these  bills — something  that  will  sus- 
pend all  pay  for  supplementary  ses- 
sions and  for  non-attendance,  and  some- 
thing tint  will  strike  a  congressman's 
name  from  the  rolls  altogether  if  he  fails 
to  report  within  a  specified  time  after 
the  opening  of  congress  and  if  he  is 
absent  a  certain  number  of  days  without 
cause.  It  should  be  made  impossible, 
also,  for  a  man  to  draw  his  pay  as  a 
member  of  congress  and  yet  give  the 
greater  part  of  his  time  to  private  or 
professional  business  affairs  in  this  oily. 
It  should  be  assumed  that  the  country 
needs  his  services  for  at  least  four 
months  in  the  year,  and  if  he  accepts 
the  service  then  it  should  be  held  that 
his  full  time  must  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
position of  congress.

of  the  country.  Improvement  in  this  respect 
was  very  much  needed,  and.  if  it  is  real  unci 
persistent,  it  will  certainly  contribute  no  little 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  army.  In  this  con- 
nection we  venture  to  hope  that  the  war  depart- 
ment will  thoroughly  comprehend  that  the 
Brazilian  army  in  order  to  be  efficient  must 
necessarily  be  small,  for  the  country  is  not 
rich  enough  to  maintain  properly  a  large 
standing  army.  All  efforts  made'  to  avoid 
reducing  the  present  number  of  officers  and 
men  can  be  successful  only  at  the  cost  of  tfh'e 
relinquishment  of  the  hope  of  materially  im- 
proving the  army's  efficiency. 


Tin-:  case  quoted  111  another  column  in  regard 
to  the  imprisonment  of  three  sailors  at  Buenos 
Aires  for  a  period  of  three  years  forthe  alleg- 
ed smuggling  of  three  bottles  of  whiskev 
and  a  waterproof,  may  be  «very  fuiiuy».  But 
how  about  the  infinite  injustice  of  the  thing  ? 
After  three  years  iu  prison  for  so  trivial  an 
offence,  a  judge  suddenly  finds  that  the  penal- 
ty for  it  is  only  two  months'  imprisonment. 
They  were  then  given  an  order  on  the  custom 
house  for  their  property,  for  which  they  were 
expected  to  pay  duties  of  course,  and  when 
they  found  the  whiskey  had  turned  to  water 
and  the  waterproof  to  rat-holes  and  refused  to 
take  them  out,  the  steamship  company  which 
employed  them  three  years  ago  is  shut  out  of 
port  privileges  until  this  arbitrary  order  is  sat- 
isfied. P'or  acts  of  monumental  stupidity  and 
injustice  the  Argentine  official  is  certainly 
without  a  peer.  He  is  neither  incommoded 
by  the  absurdity  of  his  conduct,  nor  the  man- 
ifest illegality  of  his  orders.  And  not  the 
least  surprising  part  of  it  is  the  apathy  which 
is  shown  in  such  cases  by  the  representatives 
of  foreign  powers.  Why  should  these  sailors 
have  remained  in  prison  three  years  for  so 
trifling  an  offence  and  without  trial?  And 
why  should  a  steamship  company  be  subjected 
to  such  an  absurd  requirement?  And,  above 
all,  why  should  not  these  unfortunate  sailors 
be  entitled  to  damages  for  false  imprisonment  ? 
It  is  (dutinyi)  to  be  sure,  but  it  is  profoundly 
and  criminally  unjust  as  well  !  Let  us  laugh 
over  it  if  we  feel  like  doing  so,  but  at  the 
same  time  let  us  ask  the  Argentines  to  laugh 
also —  on  the  other  side  of  the  mouth.

THE  LUPTON  MEMORIAL. 

To  the  Editor. 

Sir, — uHalf  the  truth  is  often  worse  than  a 
lie.»  That  barely  half  the  truth  is  told  by  the 
person  who  furnished  the  report  of  what'  look 
place  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  7th  inst. 
(the  only  one  at  which  I  was  able  to  be 
present)  I  boldly  affirm.  That  he  has  shown 
lamentably  bad  form,  considering  the  object  in 
view,  must  be  obvious  to  all. 

There  were  present  at  the  meeting  Messrs. 
Speers  (presiding)  MacNicol,  Comber,  Pen] 
nington,  Nothmanu,  Shaw  and  myself,  if 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  MacNicol  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  Pennington  that  the  memorial  should 
take  the  form  of  a  stained  glass  window  and 
tablet  in  the  Anglican  Church.  In  speaking 
to  his  proposal  Sir.  MacNicol  claimed  for  it 
the  merits  of  permanency,  prominence  and 
being  situated  in  the  building  that  was  as- 
sociated with  so  much  of  the  good  work  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Lupton.     He  admitted  that  his    pro- 


pisal  lacked  the  element  of  ehnritv,  but  found 
a  precedent  for  this  in  Holy  Scripture  in  the 
anointing  of  Christ's  feet.  The  suggested 
Hospital  Bed  Endowment,  he  admitted,  had 
the  element  of  charity  in  it,  but  he  considered 
it  a  most  unsuitable  form  of  memorial  on  ac- 
count of  lack  of  permanency,  tlie  hospital,  iu 
his  opinion,  not  offering  sufficient  guarantee 
of  endurance,  lack  of  prominence,  a  sick 
person  miliuvdlv  seeking  seclusion,  mid  con- 
sequently his  bed  would  ba  secluded,  mid 
altogether  iu  his  opinion  the  proposed  bed 
endowment  was  entirely  unsuitable  for  the 
object  iu  view, 

Iu  proposing  that  a  fund,  to  be  called  the 
■■Liliui  Lupton  Memoriil  ImukI...  should  be 
raised  and  invested,  the  revenue  from  which 
should  be  applied  to  defraying  the  cost  of  the 
maintenance  of  a  bed  for  poor  patients  lo  be 
called  the  "Lilian  Lupton  Memorial  Bed,"  in 
the  Hospital  Samaritano,  I  said  this  proposal 
had  manv  advantages  over  Lhat-so  ably  advo- 
cated by  Mr,  MacNicol,  It  undoubtedly  bad 
the  advantage  of  charity  thus  perpetuating 
what  was  one  of  the  most  eminent  features  iu 
the  character  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lupton.  As  to 
prominence,  if  this  is  to  be  considered  a  recom- 
mendation, the  Hospital  plan  most  undoubt- 
edly is  to  be  preferred  as  not  only  would  the 
income  from  the  memorial  fund  figure  in  the 
Hospital  published  reports  for  all  time,  1 
hoped,  but  a  taldei  at  the  head  of  the  selected 
bed  would  be  seen  and  read  bv  manv  more 
than  would  ever  see  a  window  and  tablet  in 
the  Anglican  Church.  Further,  many  persons 
had  conscientious  objections  to  stained  glass 
windows  with  grotesque  figures  and  illegible 
inscriptions  i  11  churches  and  I  included  myself 
among  that  number.  Also  the  late  Mrs.  Lup- 
ton had  very  many  intimate  German,  Brazilian 
and  Italian  friends  who  would  no  doubt  wish 
to  take  part  in  perpetuating  her  memory. 
These  friends  might  never  enter  the  Anglican  ■ 
Church  as  thev  certainly  seldom  if  ever  have 
.tone  in  the  past,  while  manv  of  these  friends  ' 
are  at  present  actively  interested  in  the  II  >s 
pital. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  there  voted,  for  Mr. 
MacNicol's  proposal,  Messrs.  MacNicol,  Com- 
ber and  Pennington;  against,  mvself.  The 
other  gentlemen  present  did  not  vole,  but  Mr. 
Shaw,  if  1  understood  him  rightly,  expressed 
some  preference  for  a  memorial  embracing 
charity. 

Mr.'MieNieol  announced  then  his  desire 
to  amend  bis  proposal,  ad. Hug  thatanv  surplus 
left  over  after  providing  for  window  and  tablet 
should  be  iu  some  way  devoted  to  the  Hos- 
pital SwuariLauo.  As  I  had  announced  that 
half  a  doxen  persons  had  promised  support  to 
the  Hospital  Bed  plan,  Mr.  M  icNicol's  further 
proposal  looked  so  like  attempting  a  com- 
promise, always  an  unsatisfactory  thing,  that 
I  proposed  it  be  not  accepted  and  after  some 
others  bad  expressed  a  similar  view  it  was 
withdrawn. 

1  then  stated  what  I  presumed  would  appear 
to  all  a  logical  conclusion  from  what  I  had 
formerly  stated  as  lo  my  conscientious  objec- 
tions to  .stained  glass  windows  in  churches, 
that  I  would  be  unable  to  serve  011  the  Com- 
mittee, but  that  the  contribution  1  had  des- 
tined to  give  would  not  remain  in  my  pocket 
but  would  still  be  applied  to  a  charitable  object 
even  though  my  so  doing  should  lack  the 
prominence  so  dear  to  Mr.  MacNicol.  The  ; 
meeting  then  terminated.  I  appeal  lo  the 
gentleman  who  presided  to  say  if  this  is  a  fair 
account  of  what  transpired,  and  .1  ask  your 
readers  to  compare  it  with  the  garbled  and 
biassed  account  given  by  your  correspondent, 
I  express  my  sincere  regret  that  the  lack  of 
truthfulness  and  display  of  bad  taste  and  per- 
sonal animus  on  the  part  of  your  correspon- 
dent have  made  this  letter  necessary.

States  that  wisli  to  contribute 
to  the  pay  of  their  representatives  iu  congress 
may  pay  the  respective  sums  into  ih«  federal 
treasury  thirty  Lvs  before  the  c,;  niug  of 
congress,  If  these  sums  are  insufficienMhe 
treasury  will  complete  them,  Dsputy  Lui/. 
Adolpho  severely  censured  the  govern  men: 
for  sacrificing  the  autonomy  of  the  state  of 
Mat  to  Grosso  to  the  ambition  of  the  minister 
of  finance.  He  informed  the  chamber  of  news 
which  he  bid  received  from  that  stite,  and 
moved  to  ask  H12  government  for  inform  itiou 
on  the  subject.

JUNE  16.— Semite.  —Senators  Antonio  A-e-

Coffee  Notes 

—The  Moiliteurdes  Intcrcts  tValertels  savs 
the  coffee  crop  of  1895  with  6,50:1,000  bag  s 
realised  £  25,000,000.  The  result  induced  in- 
creased production,  but  in  i .S97  the  exporta- 
tion of  4,500,000  bags  oulv  brought  in  £ 
i.),ooo,ono,  and  the  10,000,000  bags  in  189s 
only  realised  M.  15,000,000. 

—  It  is  stated  that  near  Cravinhos,  S.  Paulo, 
a  plantation  with  50,000  coffee  trees,  formerly 
valued  at  iSi.ooojf,  has  been  bought  by  Dr. 
Alfredo  Pujol  for  22,000$.  The  journal  from 
which  we  take  this  item  estimates  the  grow- 
ing crop  at  30,900  arrobas  ;  but  this  is  evidently 
a  mistake,  for,  although  there  is  110  lack  of 
individual  instances  iu  which  trees  bear  even 
more  than  20  lbs.  of  coffee  each,  we  have 
never  before  heard  of  a  whole  plantation's 
averaging  a  third  of  that  yield  per  tree. 

—  The  conflict  between  the  Sugar  Trust  and 
Arbuckle  Brothers  is  centering  here  in  the 
East,  where  prior  to  the  war  package  coiTee 
had  a  very  limited  sale.  Very  heavy  advertising 
is  being  done  by  the  rival  interests  to  create  a 
demand  for  package  coffee.  The  Woolson 
Spice  Company  is  now  operating  a  roasting 
establishment  in  Brooklyn,  and  the  war  never 
was  more  vigorous  than  at  present.  The  profit 
is  pretty  well  out  of  sugar  refining  and  cut 
to  narrow  margins  on  coffee,  with  the  benefits, 
if  there  are  any,  going  to  the  cousttmei's. 
— American  Grocer,  May  17.

A  DISAGREEABLE  INCIDENT. 

Vice-President  Rosa  e  Silva  was  passing 
last  Saturday  along  Rua  do  Ouvidor  when,  in 
a  manner  described  as  threatening,  he  was 
accosted  by  Col,  Delmiro  Gonvea.  proprietor 
of  the  Estancia  market  at  Pernainbuco. 

The  incident  caused  much  scandal  and  Pre- 
sident Campos  Salles,  on  being  informed  of 
what  bad  occurred,  addressed  a  note  to  the 
vice-president,  saying  that  be  shared  the  hit- 
ter's annoyance  and  adding  that  neither  the 
prestige  of  the  vice-president  nor  that  of  the 
office  he  holds  has  been  affected  by  the 
occurrence. 

On  Sunday,  Chief  of  Police  Sampaio  Ferraz 
called  at  the  vice-president's  residence  and 
heard  his  version  of  the  affair.  He  then 
returned  to  his  office  and  sent  for  Col.  Del- 
miro, who  called  at  4  o'clock  p.  in.,  accom- 
panied by  a  friend  and  by  his  lawyers  Deputy 
Martins  Junior  and  Dr.  Goucalves  Main..  The 
lawyers  are  said  to  contest  the  statements 
made  by  the  vice-president.  The  chief  of 
police  then  addressed  Tetters  to  Senator  Gou- 
calves Ferreira,  Deputies  Merculano  Bandeira 
and  Nilo  Pecanha  and  Arthur  Watson,  owner 
of  the  hat  shop  which  the  vice-president,  after 
being  accosted,  had  entered.  In  these  letters 
he  asked  the  gentlemen  addressed  to  call  at 
his  office  on  the  following  day  for  the  purpose 
of  making  depositions  on  the  subject. 

Yesterday  there  appeared  in  the  press  a 
long  statement  from  Col.  Delmiro,  who  gave 
an  account  of  his  dispute  with  the  prefect  of 
Pernambuco  over  the  Estancia  market.  He 
has  been  informed,  lie  says,  that  a  professional 
criminal  has  been  sent  from  ,  Pernainbuco  to 
murder  him.  On  receiving  this  information 
he  requested  a  mutual  friend,  Deputy  Cornelio 
da  Fonseca,  to  see  the  vice-president  and 
ask  him  to  put  an  end  to  the  hostile  measures 
adopted  by  his  friends  in  his  name  nnd  with 
bis  sanction.  The  intermediary  was  instruct- 
ed to  add  that  Col.  Delmiro  would  not 
tamely  permit  himself  to  be  murdered  without 
resistance.  The  vice-president's  answer  being 
unsatisfactory,  Col.  Delmiro  decided,  he  says, 
to  have  a  personal  understanding  with  him. 
The  result  of  this  resolution  was  the  incident 
that  occurred  on  Saturday. 

Many  of  Councillor  Rosa  e  Silva's  friends 
have  called  at  his  residence  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  their  regret  that  he  bad  been 
subjected  to  so  much  annoyance.

Many  years  have  passed  since  the  English- 
speaking  community  hi  Rio  was  so  deeply 
touched  as  it  was  on  the  17th  inst.  when  the 
news  spread  that  Mrs.  Quayle  was  dead.  She 
was  one  of  our  oldest  residents,  having  come 
here  over  30  years  ago  from  her  native  Guern- 
sey. Plere  she  married  one  of  our  best  known 
merchants,  and  would  have  celebrated  her 
silver  wedding  on  the  10th  inst.  if  her  health 
had  permitted.  Pier  name  was  known  to  all  in 
Rio  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest.  Her 
personality  was  a  strongly  feminine  one.  her 
intellect  acute,  her  charity  almost' bonudle-s, 
her  courage  throughout  a  painful  illness 
heroic.  Suffering  from  cancer,  she  underwent 
an  operation  in  England  some  two  or  three 
years  ago,  and  knew  that  lier  life  hung  upon 
a  thread  ;  her  great  courage,  even  when  con- 
fined to  her  bed,  enabled  her  to  receive  her 
friends  with  a  smiling  face  and  entertain  them 
with  lively  conversation.  The  British  Church 
and  the  Seaman's  Mission  will  miss  her.  all 
who  knew  her  will  miss  her,  but  most  of  all 
her  husband,  for  whom  the  deepest  sympathy- 
is  felt. 

The  funeral  had  the  largest  attendance  ever 
seen  in  the  Gamboa  cemetery,  yet  the  num- 
ber would  have  been  doubled  had  the  time  of 
the  interment  been  more  generally  known. 
A  principal  figure  of  Rio  society  has  passed 
away,  and  we  tender  our  heartfelt  sympathy 
to  her  bereft  husband  and  daughter. 


Business  Notes 


—On  May  4th,  castor  seed  was  quoted  ill  the 
Liverpool  market  at  10s.  6d.,  and  485  bags  had 
arrived  in  the  preceding  week  from  Brazil. 

—  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  tax-collector 
at  Mariano  "rocopio  is  exacting  a  stamp  tax 
for  "pharmaceutical  specialties"  on  castor  oil. 

—A  Eahia  telegram  of  the  14th  says  that 
Messrs.  Wilson  Sons  &  Co.  T,d.  bad  bought 
out  the  Transportes  Maritimos  company  for 
the  sum  of  £20,000. 

—We  are  informed  Unit  the  Itu  paper  mill, 
which  is  provided  with  a  plant  for  the  man- 
ufacture of  fine  paper,  is  devoting  its  attention 
to  brown  wrapping  paper,  Perhaps  it  pays 
better, 

—The  Impienm  says  that  orders  have  been 
issued  for  making  the  new  uniforms  to  be  used 
when  President  Roca  is  here.  Will  somebody 
keep  a  record  of  these  extra  expenditures. 
The  holders  of  the  funding  bonds  are  deeply 
interested  in  them. 

—The  work  of  preparing  the  water  power 
on  the  Rio  Corumbatahy  for  the  electric 
lighting  plant  of  Rio  Claro.  Sao  Paulo,  is 
saiil  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily.  The 
machinery  has  been  ordered  from  Europe 
and  is  expected  to  arrive  here  veiy  soon. 

—The  Para  provincial  assembly  has  voted 
the  bill  granting  a  subsidy  of  b'o.oool  (say 
.£2,000)  to  a  company  maintaining  a  steam- 
ship service  between  New  York  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  with  intermediate  calls  at  Pard,  Per- 
nambuco anil  Bahia.  The  project  now  awaits 
the  governor's  signature. 

—  The  production  of  potatoes  in  southern 
Miuas  has  greatly  increased  this  year,  owing 
to  the  lower  tariff  rates  on  the  Centra!  rail- 
way. The  slate,  however,  has  clapped  an 
export  tax  on  the  article,  which  helps,  to 
keep  the  consumption  from  overtaxing  the 
strength  of  the  Miuas  farmers. 

—The  government  lias  authorized  the  trea- 
sury agency  in  Loudon  to  pay  the  ioth  instal- 
ment, or  ±'50560  13.T.  7,/., 'on  account  of  ar- 
mament for  the  ironclads  now  under  construc- 
tion for  Brazil  in  Europe.  Small  wonder 
that  we  have  deficits  when  we  pay  out  fifteen 
thousand  conlos  for  such  a  purpose  as  this  ! 

—  If  the  government  must  impose  fines  and 
other  penalties  on  us  for  non-payment  of  taxes, 
then  provisions  should  lie  made  for  an  appeal 
to  the  courts.  It  is  an  abuse  of  authority  to 
permit  the  executive  and  his  agents  to  impose 
and  collect  fines.  The  cilizen  should  have  at 
least  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  courts.  To 
duly  lain  tins  rigid  is  to  reversea  fundamental 
principle  of  republican  government. 

—An  interpellation  has  been  presented  to 
congress  by  Deputy  Alfredo  Ellis  asking  for 
a  definite  and  clear  interpretation  of  \  24, 
art.  72  of  the  constitution,  relating  to  the 
liberty  of  professions,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining whether  foreign  medical  diplomas 
entitle  their  possessors  to  exercise  their  pro- 
fession here  without  going  through  the  re- 
quirement of  a  second  examination.' 

•  —The  minister  of  finance  has  advised  tax- 
collectors  that  cobblers  (shoemakers  who  work 
on  small  jobs  and  have  no  fixed  business  es- 
tablishments) are  not  subject  to  the  registry 
required  by  the  new  stamp  lax  011  boots  and 
shoes.  It  is  n't  a  very  big  concession  but  it's 
something.  Now  let  us  bear  that  a  man  who 
makes  paper  tapers  to  light  the  gas  with  is 
not  subject  to  the  stamp  tax  on  matches. 

—«The  coffee  states  are  in  a  desperate  sit- 
uation, being  burdened  with  debt  and  having 
hirge  deficits  in  their  budgets.  Planters  are 
not  making  money  enough  to  cover  even  the 
cost  of  production.  Merchants  are  in  arrear 
and  embarrassed.  The  value  of  rural,  town 
and  manufacturing  property  ;is  depreciated 
The  public  fortune  is  exhausted  and  the  cost 
of  living  is  exorbitant.  There  being  no  credit 
of  any  kind,  we  shall  reach  an  extremity  in 
wdnch  the  extent  of  the  calamities  that  over- 
whelm us  can  not  even  be  conjectured. 
Planters  who  are  not  making  enough  money 
to  pay  expenses  will  have  to  suspend  their 
agnculturai  operations  from  the  absolute  lack 
of  means  for  conducting  them.  Importers 
who  sell  their  merchandise  on  credit  in  the 
interior  of  the  country  on  credit  and  who  now 
have  much  difficulty  in  collecting  the  amount 
of  their  accounts,  will  then  be  able  to  collect 
nothing  at  all.  .  .  The  great  reduction  in  cus- 
toms receipts,  resulting  from  the  decrease  in 
imports,  is  an  evitdent  sign  thatthe  people 
can  no  longer  mee  their  present  liabilities 
and  are  consequently  nicapabable  of  bearing 
additional  burdens.)!

Why  can  not  the 
government  order  all  public  olfices  to  send 
such  notes  in  for  cancellation  whenever  receiv- 
ed, They  would  very  soon  disappear  from 
circulation  in  that  case. 

—We  learn  from  the  message  of  the  gover- 
nor of  Miuas  Geraes  that  the  ordinary  revenue 
of  the  state  for  1S9S,  which  had  been  estim- 
ated at  19,532, 77o«uoo,  amounted  to  only 
18,274,820^986,  and  thatthe  ordinary  expen- 
diture amounted  to  18,727,41 3^576.  The  ex- 
traordinary expenses  were  13.261, 9748578  and 
the  extraordinary  resources  amounted  to  12- 
503,056^801, 

—Apropos  of  the  deficit  in  the  item  of  forage 
for  the  army  it  was  stated  some  months  ago, 
as  our  readers  will  perhaps  remember,  that 
the  14th  regiment  of  cavalry  alone  spent  last 
year  on  this  item  600,000$  and  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  horses  were  in  very  bad 
condition.  The  statement,  we  believe,"  was 
contradicted  and  we  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  how  much  was  actually  spent.  We 
should  be  pleased  to  obtain  an  official  state- 
ment on  this  subject. 

—According  to  the  message  sent  on  the 
15th  inst.  by  the  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  to 
the  state  legislature,  he  found  the  state  in 
a  very  precarious  financial  situation  when  he 
took  office.  The  revenue  was  insufficient  for 
meeting  the  ordinary  expenditure,  from  new 
taxes  very  little  addition  ko  the  revenue  could 
be  expecteil  and  the  floating  debt  amounted 
to  26.262,862^592.
